The Sailor Prince Weds the 
Princess May, 


A Very Brilliant British 
Function. 


Immense Cheering Greets the 
Bridal Procession 


A DUKEDOM FOR HIS WEDDING GIFT. 


Tasteful Toilet of the Bride—The Services 
Heid in the Chapel Royal -Magnificent 
Presents of Pearis, Diamonds 
and Turquoises.

LONDON, July 6.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The marriage of the 
Duke of York (Prince George of Wales) 
and Princess Victoria Mary of Teck, 
took place at 12:30 p.m. at the chapel 
Royal, St James Palace. 

The wedding was a brilliant function, 
attended by a large gathering of Brit- 
ish and continental royalty and the 
highest nobility. The weather was 
beautiful. A great crowd gathered 
along the route from Buckingham Pal- 
ace to the garden entrance of St James 
Palace. The decorations along the line 
of the royal procession were profuse 
and beautiful. 


The ceremony eclipsed in pomp and 
splendor any recent ceremonial of the 
British court. The royal party left 
Buckingham Palace in four processions, 
the first including members of the 
househol4 and distinguished guests; 
next the Duke of York and his support- 
ers, the Prince of Wales and Duke of 
Edinburgh; third, the bride, accompan- 
fled by the Duke of Teck and brother, 
Prince Adolphus; last, the Queen, ac- 
companied by the Duchess of Teck, 
her younger sons and the Grand Duke 
of Hesse. Each procession was ac- 
companied by a military escort, and, 
proceeding amidst immense cheering, 
arrived at the St James Palace. The 
members of the procession proceeded to 
Seats in the chapel. It was beautifully 
adorned with palms and flowers, car- 
peted with crimson. Drawing-room 
dresses were worn by ladies and the 
gentlemen were in full levee dress. 

At 12:15 the Duke of York and escort 
arrived at the Chapel Royal. Fivé min- 
utes later deafening cheers announced 
the arrival of Princess May. A fanfare 
ef trumpets sounded as the Queen ar- 
rived, and the greatest enthusiasin was 
manifested by the multitude of people 
who were gathered in the vicinity. 

As the procession entered the chapel 
and were marshalled in their places a 
g00d view was obtained of the royal 
personages present, and also of the les- 
ser dignitaries. The Queen headed the 
procession. She walked alone, leaning 
on an ebony stick. Her Majesty was 
attired in a black dress with train. She 
wore across her bosom the’ broad blue 
ribbon of the Order of the Garter, the 
highest British order, and on her head 
was a small diamond crown from which 
the veil depended. As Her Majesty 
passed up the nave of the chapel the 
whoie assemblage bowed. 

Following the Queen came the Prince 
of Wales and ihe Duke of Edinburgh, 
and behind them walked a number of 
admirals in full uniform, escorting the 
bridezroom, who wore the uniform of a 
fleet captain. The Czarewitch, the of- 
ficial representative of the Emperor of 
Russia, was in military uniform. The 
Kink of Denmark escorted his daugh- 
ter, the Princess of Waies, who wore a 
dress of pure white silk and a tiara of 
diamonds. The Marquis of Lorne wore 
the dress of a Highland chief, the plaid 
of which was that of the Campbell clan. 
His wife, Princess Louise, was attired 
in a heliotrope-colored robe. She had 
a tiara of diamonds. The bride leaned 
upon the arm of her father, and as the 
procession advanced the train was car- 
ried by her bridesmaids. Among the 
notables present were Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone. They were in their seats 
before the royal party appeared in the 
chapel. Mr. Gladstone wore the uni- 
form of the Brethren of Trinity House, 
which included a large pair of navai 
epaulets. Mrs. Gladstone wore a biack 
robe trimmed with Brussels lace, and 
a black cap studded with diamonds. 

The ceremony opened with a proces- 
sion of the clergy into the chapel. This 
consisted of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, bishop of London, dean of the 
Chapel Royal, sub-dean and bishop of 
Rochester, vicar of Kensington, do- 
mestic chaplain to the Prince of Wales 
and domestic chaplain to the Duke of 
York. Handel’s march from the “‘Oc- 
casional Overture’’ was played by the 
organist as the first procession came 
forward and while the archbishop and 
the clergy were taking their places the 
‘“*March Incipio’’ was performed. As the 
Queen’s procession walked up the aisle 
Sir Arthur Sullivan's ‘“‘Imperial March’”’ 
was played, and the march in “G"’ was 
played during the progress of the 
bridegroom’s procession. As the bride 
passed up the aisle the organist played 
Waegner’s march from ‘“‘Lohengrin.”’ 

The bride wore. the veil which was 
worn by her mother at her own mar- 
riage. The wedding gown was of sil- 
ver brocade. The bridesmaids’ toilets 
were white satin and eilver lace, with 
low bodices. Neither hats, wreaths nor 
veils were worn, only a simple rose in 
the hair. The bridesmaids were the 
Princesses Victoria and Maud of Wales, 
Princesses Alexandriaand Beatrice of 
Edinburgh, Princesses Margaret and 
Victoria Patricia of Connaught, Prin- 
cess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein 
and Princess Eugenie. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, as* 
sisted by other clergy, performed the 
ceremony. The bride was given away 
by her father. The services began with 
a marriage choral, “‘Father of Life,” 
composed for the occasion by Dr. Pree- 
ser, and sung by the Chapel Royal 
choir. In the middle of the service 
Sir Joseph Barnaby’s “O Perfect Love” 
sung at the marriage of the Duke and 
Duchess of Fife, was given. The ser- 
vice concluded with the hymn, “‘Now, 
then, we all our God.” Mendelssohn's 
‘‘Wedding March" was played as the 
royal party left the chapel. The reg- 
istry of the marriage in the throne 
room was attended by the Queen, the 
royal family and guests. Dejeuner was 
served in Buckingham Palace. After 
congratulations the bridal pair drove to 
the city and proceeded by rail to Sand- 
ringham. The Lord Mayor and sner- 
iffs met the train at St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral. Their progress through lavishly 
decorated and crowded streets was tri- 
umphal. 

To enumerate the bridal gifts and 
names of donors would require col- 
umns of space. The Duke's present to 
the bride consisted of a rose of pearis 
and diamonds and a five-row pearl

APTER THE CEREMONIES. 

The finest display of decorations was 
accorded to St. James street, the thor- 
oughfare leading tothe. palace. Vene- 
tian mats Were plenty and many floral 
arches covered the roadway. The west 
end of the city was illuminated tonight, 
and everywhere social festivities are 
being held in honor of the marriage. 
Piccadilly presents a most beautiful 
‘appearance, being gaily decorated with 
flags and bunting, and hundreds of gas 
and electric light devices are displayed. 

The streets trom Mansion House to 
Buckingham Palace were thronged at 
an éarly hotr, and as the day pro- 
progressed the crowds gained in num- 
bers until the streets were almost impas- 
sable. It isestimated that over 2,000,- 
OOO persons were on the streets watch- 
ing the seVeral processions. Balconies 
and windows along the route afforded 
vantage ground for thousands of sight- 
seers, an@ in many cases fadulous 
prices were paid forthe privilege of 
oon ving them. 

A large number of people were caught 
in a crush and so badly injured that it 
was necessary to remove them to a hos- 
pital On-the way back to Buckingham 
Palace from the Chapel Royal the pro- 
cession was led by the carriage of the 
Queen. Her Majesty was most enthu- 
siastically cheered. Following the 
Queen came the carriage of the bride 
and groom. 

Snortiy after the royal party entered 
Buckingham Palace the Queen, Duke 
of York and the bride and the Duke and 
Duchess of Teck appeared upon the 
balcony. As they stepped out the 
crowd before then: went wild with en- 
thusiasm. Such cbheerircg and such pro- 
longed expressions of popular approval 
have seldom, if ever, been equaled in 
London. So prolonged was the ova- 
tion that a@ chair was brought to the 
balcony and the Queen seated herself. 
Her Majesty plainly showed the pleas- 
ure ste fete-at the efithusiasm of the 
crowd. 

At 2:30 the royal party- withdrew 
from the balcony to attend dejeuner, 
after which the bride and groom left 
for Sandringham Palace, the Prince of 
Wales’s countfy residence, which was 
reached at 8 o’clock.

The Christian Endeavor Conven- 
tion Opened Yesterday. 


Welcoming Speeches are Interspersed With 
National Airs—The Wedding of Prince 
George Diverts Attention—How 
to Reach Young Jien.

MONTREAL (Quebec,) July 6.—(By 
the Associated Press.) The Christian 
Endeavor Convention got down to busi- 
ness today. In the early morning 
prayer meetings were held in half a 
dozen of the largest chuches, but it was 
not until 10 o'clock that the first meet- 
ing was held. 

After song and prayer, Rev. A. Mc- 


Killevary welcomed the convention on 


behalf of the pastors of Montreal. 
After him came Senator des Jardines 
Mayor of Montreal, who welcomed the 
convention on behalf of the city. 

When he sat down, President Clark 
called for ““God Save the Queen,”’ the 
audience joining in and waving their 
handkerchiefs and American and Brit- 
ish flags. As they finished, President 
Clark shouted “My country,«'’tis of 
thee,’”’ and again there was another 
great outburst of applause. Secretary 
Budge of the Montreal Y.M.C.A. wel- 
comed the deiegates on behalf of the 
young men of the city. 

A. A. Ayer of Montreal, chairman of 
the 1893 committee, then spoke words 
of welcome. Rev. D. S. P. Henson of 
Chicago replied to the address of wel- 
come, Just as he was finishi ng the 
guns of the battery on St. Helen's Is- 
land began booming out a royal salute 
of twenty-one guns in honor of the 
wedding of the Sailor Prince of England 
and Princess ‘May. President Clark 
thought the convention should in some 
way observe the event, and called upon 
Rev. Bishop Arnett of Vicksburg, Miss., 
to offer up -prayer, which the bishop 
aid. The audience joined in singing 
impressively “‘Pratse God from whom 
all blessings flow,” after which the ben- 
ediction was pronounced. After the 
appointment. of committees recess was 
taken. . 

Simultaneousliy, afternoon 
were held in two places, They began 
with music and song. ‘Soul-winning”’ 
was the subject in the tent, and ‘The 
Junior Christian Endeavor’s Past, Pres- 
ert and Future’ engaged the attention 
of those in the drill hall. In the latter 
place Rev. J. W. Cowan of Tabor, 
lowa, gave an address on ‘“‘The first 
Junior Society, [ts Origin and Growth.” 
Then came th: roll-eall, which was 
followed by a: address, Possibil- 
ities of the Junior Society,” by Rev.

CONGRESS TO TAKE LESSONS ABROAD. 


Resolutions of John Claflin Adopted—A Com- 
mittee of Seven to Work at Washing- 
ton—Bland May Head the 
Coinage Committee.

NEW YORK, July 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The business men of 
the metropolis met today and consid- 
ered the financial and commercial sit- 
uations by which they are surrounded. 
The occasion was the gathering of the 
Chamber of Commerce in résponse toa 
call issued by the leading members, 
who therein declared that the “present 
disturbed condition of the finances of 
the country calls for a public expression 
of opinion by business men as to the 
remedy to be applied for the restora- 
tion of confidence.” 

Vice-President Orr presided. John 
Clafiin arose and said that they did not 
need to be told that the strain the busi- 
ness men were suffering from was a se- 
vere one. He did not believe they 
were on the verge of a commercial 
panic, they were passing through one. 
There had been many causes, he said, 
which. contributed to the present 
trouble. Most of them would right 
themselves in the natural course of 
business, but there was one chief cause 
which was not included in the cata- 
gory, and that was the silver purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law. (Ap- 
plause.) 

It had caused distrust abroad and 
had weakened us, while it had 
strengthened Europe. He did not see 
how any sensible man could oppose the 
repeal of the law. Any laws that 
might take its place should only be en- 
acted after wise and lengthy delibera- 
tion. Claflin concluded by offering for 
adoption resolutions which recited 
that the country often suffered from 
hasty and ill-advised legislation, and is 
now suffering from the effects of the 
silver purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act. 

In consequence of the general alarm, 
money had been withdrawn from cir- 
culation, business was depressed, mills 
and manufactories were preparing to 
close, and thousands of laboring men 
were about to be thrown out of em- 
ployment; that business enterprises 
would not be resumed or labor stcadily 
employed until money could be ob- 
tained at moderate rates, and ordinary 
interest rates could not: be expected 
until confidence in the stability of all 
the money of the country was thor- 
oughly re-established; that the repeal 
of the silver purchase clause of the 
Sherman act was essential to the 
prompt restoration of national prosper- 
ity, urging the speedy and uncondi- 
tional repeal of the ‘clause. Further, 
that, in the judgment of the chamber, 
a representative commission should be 
appointed by Congress at the special 
session to diligently study the coinage 
and currency laws of the United States 
and other countries, and report at the 
regular session of Congress, to the end 
that a comprehensive plan for a safe 
and elastic currency may be carefully 
matured in the light of the world's 
experience. 

An amendment providing for a com- 
mittee of seven to go to Washington 
and work for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law was offered by Louis Wind- 
miller, and a lengthy discussion fol- 
owed, after which the resolution and 
amendment were adopted, there being 
but three nays.

Difficulties in Samoa are 
Reaching a Crisis. 


Mataafa’s Forces Advancing on 
Mulinuu. 


| He Will There Await the Attack of 


King Malictoa. 


The King Confident of Easily Subduing Him. 
Natives Removing Their Goods to Places

APIA (Samoa,) June 20.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press via San 
Francisco, July 6.) The. war dogs have 
been loosened, though they have been 
howling and dragging at their chains. 
King Malietoa has informed the consuls 
of the three powers that he is confident 
of being able to effectually subdue the 
rebellion without much fighting, and a 
great council of war will be held by his 
party on Saturday next, the 24th of 
June, to decide upon an immediate 
course of action. It is, therefore, as cer- 
tain as anything can be in connection 
with Samoan warfare, that something 
definite and decisive may be expected 
within a few days. This was said a 
month ago, and turned out to be a false 
prophecy; but it seems utterly impos- 
sible now that factional war can longer 
be postponed. 

In the meantime it is freely stated 
that the rebel party has not been inac- 
tive, but has taken advantage of cir- 
cumstances which induced the King’s 
procrastination to strengthen and im- 
prove his position. It is commonly ru- 
mored today that Mataafa has ad- 
vanced in the direction of Mulinuu, 
the King’s headquarters, as far as 
Saineo, thus covering about haJf the 
distance between his former camp at 
Malie and the seat of government. It 
is further stated that he is engaged in 
strongly fortifying the position he has 
now taken up; and that he will there 
confidently await the King's attack. 

The consuls are’.inclined to credit 
these rumors. They are confident that, 
owing to arrangements they have made, 
that information of any such move- 
ments on the part of the rebel forces 
would have been’ speedily communi- 
cated to them; whereas they have re- 
ceived no intimation to that effect.

PUSHED THROUGH. 


Several Clauses of the Home-rule Bill Passed 
in Committee. 

LONDON, July 6.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The Commons was 
crowded tonight with persons eager to 
see clause 56 of the Home-rule Bill 
forced through the committee. Occa- 
sional bitterness disturbed the proceed- 
ings. Balfour, leader of the Unionists, 
was in the middle of a sentence wher 
the clock struck 10. He did not wait 
to finish it but resumed his seat, amid 
deafening cheers from the opposition 
and cries of “shame” and ‘‘gag.’’ The 
amendment was lost and clause 5, 
which gives the Irish executive an- 
thority, was then passed by a vote of 
824 to 298. 

Clause 6, which provides for an Irish 
parliament with a legislative council 
of forty-eight members, passed without 
debate. The smallness of the majority 
and the preparations of the govern- 
ment to proceed caused intense excite- 
ment. The Conservatives howled and 
the Irish howled back, while the 
Liberals cheered with might and main. 
Eventually the exbaustion of the Union- 
ists gave the chairman an opportunity 
to put the question of clause 7, -which 
provides for a constitution for the Irish 
legislative assembly. It was carried. 

Clause 8, which contemplates cases 
of disagreement between the two houses 
of the lrish legislature was next cart- 
ried. A page and a half of the bill was 
pushed through the committee this 
evening, almost as much as was dis- 
posed of in all previous sittings.

ontana. 

HELENA (Mont.,) July 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.) About three hun- 
dred delegates attended the State sil- 
ver conference here today, every in- 
dustry in Montana being represented. 
Marcus Daly s elected chairman of 
the meeting, a afterward president 
‘of the Montana Free Coinage Associa- 
tion. An executive committee with ex- 
Gov. L. JT Hauser as chairman was 
also named. This committee will 
have the power to take what- 
ever measures it may deem essential 
to advance the cause of free coinage 
and to appoint delegates to the Bi- 
metallic League that meets at Chicago; 
also, if necessary, to send a committee 
to Washington during the extra session 
of Congress. 

Resolutions were adopted declaring 
that the labor expended in mining sil- 
ver represents a ratio of vaine to gold 
of 16 to 1. A call is made on the 
laboring people of the country to sup- 
port free coinage, and it demands that 
Congress pass a free coinage law. 


CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 
Addresses Delivered in the Session Held 


Yesterday. 

MONTREAL, July 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The forenoon session of 
the Christian Endeavor Convention was 
occupied with addresses of welcome and 
responses, This afternoon addresses 
were delivered by Rev. Wayland Hoyt 
of Minneapolis, Minn., on *‘The Possi- 
bility of Junior Christian Endeavor,’’ 
and by J. W. Cowan of Tabor, Iowa, on 
“The History, Growth and Work of the 
Junior Christian Endeavor Society.’’ 


Nicaraguan Minister Recalled. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Dr. Guzman, 
Nicaraguan minister, today called upon 
Secretary Gresham and presented his 
letters of recall. He communicated to 
the government the fact that the Nica- 
raguan government has abolished its 
legarions in all save a few countries in 
South and Central America. This ac- 
tion is understood to be based on eco- 
nomical considerations. As a matter 
of international comity, the diplomatic 
representation of one country with the 
other is expected to be reciprocal. 
It is thought unlikely, however, that this 
course will be pursued with Nicaragua, 
American interests in the canal are so 
impertant that Lewis Baker of Michi- 
gan, preseat minister to Nicaragua, 
will probably be requested to remain. 


Lightning Amid Powder. 

KINGSTON (N. Y.,) July 6.—During 
aterrible lightning storm last night a 
powder magazine in the outskirts of the 
city was struck by lightning. The ex- 
plosion blew the structure to atoms and 
destroyed several building near by, and 
injured nine persons. any rushed 
from their houses, thinking it was an 
earthquake. Many telephones were 
burned out, and the electric light plant 
was destroyed. 


Land Districts. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—No consolli- 
dation of land districts is anticipated 
before the Secretary of the Interior re- 
turns from his summer vacation. In 
consequence of contemplated consoli- 
dations very few, if any, appointments 
of local land officers will be made at 
present.

SANTA BARBARA, July 6.—Miss 
Ethel Barrymore, daughter of Georgie 
Drew Barrymore,:the actress, who died 
here Sunday, left this morning by way 
of Los Angeles for Philadelphia with 
the remains of her mother. Maurice 
Barrymore will meet her on the road.

WATERFRONT RIOT. 
The Southern Pacific's Pr in Oakland 
Torn Up. 

OAKLAND, July 6,—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The opposition ferry ser- 
vice between this city and San Fran- 
cisco was the cause of a. serious clash 
between the authorities of Oakland and 
the Southern Pacific Company tonight. 
It was the intention of the opposition 
ferry steamer Rosalie to dock at the 
foot of Broadway, but the Southern Pa- 
cific has held that part of the water- 
front exclusively for eighteen years, 
and had fences and a gate built across 
the street. Efforts have for some time 
been made by the city authorities of 
Oakland to induce the Southern Pacific 
to give free access along Broadway to 
the water-front, but without success. 

This afternoon Mayor Pardee con- 
cluded that the situation called for 
unusual measures. He instructed 
Street Superintendent Harrison to re- 
move the fences, gate and buildings, 
and to clear the wayto the water- 
front. The street superintendent re- 
cruited his force and, accompanied by 
the chief of police anda strong guard 
and the entire City Council, proceeded 
to the foot of Broadway, where the 
work of removing the obstructions was 
begun. 

There was no objection on the part of 
the railroad company, which seemed to 
be taken ‘unawares, but the ticket- 
taker refused to vacate his building, 
and the authorities were compelled to 
oon while he remained in the build- 

ng. 

This evening, however, the Southern 
Pacific took its turn. A locomotive, 
with fourteen loaded coal-cars, came 
steaming up to the station, and the cars 
were divided and backed across the 
street on two tracks to retain posses- 
sion of depot grounds. No action was 
immediately taken by the city authori- 
ties, buta large crowd soon colleqgad, 
and manifested a design of adopting 
forcible measures. 

Finally it was proposed to move 
the cars off the track by hand. This 
proposal was received by howls of ap- 
probation, and the cars were shoved 
along the track offthe street one: ata 
time. 

The spirit of riot now thoroughly 
possessed the crowd. 7 

Someone shouted ‘tear up the rails,”’ 
and the call found immediate responses. 
Councilmen Snell and Manual headed 
the mob. 

Late tonight the Southern Pacific 
made a further move to retain posses- 
sion of the water-front by dispatching 
the freight boat Alameda and a num. 
ber of. barges from San Francisco to 
occupy the wharf at the foot of Broad. 
way, and prevent other boats landing. 

During the height of tonight’s ex- 
citement the Rosalie landed about three 
hundred passengers, who joined the 
mob in throwing lumber and other ob 
structions from the wharf. 


OREGON’S WONDER. 


The Two-mile Racing Record Broken Yester 
day at Salem. 

SALEM (Or.,) July 6.—(By the Asso 
ciated Press.) Blondie, a seven-year 
old statlion, lowered the world’s recorce 
for two miles here yesterday, trotting 
in 4:48 flat. This is the best time ever 


‘made in a race, but greater speed has 


been made against time. Blondie was 
foaled near Lagrande in this State. 
His sire was Lemont, dam Mollie, by 
Frank Chapman. Blondie has a pacing 
record of 2:15, made last year. His 
trotting record for a single mile is 
2:17. 


A Swindler Unearthed. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—The atten- 
tion of the War Department has been 
called to the operations of a man who 
signs himself J. J. Fuller, and repre- 


sents himself as a nephew of the Chief 


Justice of the Supreme Court. He has 
addressed letters to sergeants of various 
military companies throughout the 
West, which he requests they read tc 
their companies, offering through the 
assistance of his uncle, to obtain the re- 
peal of laws preventing re-enlistment 
after ten years’ service, prohibiting a 
man from purchasing his discharge. 
‘Send me $1,’’ he says in conclusion, 
‘and I will guarantee large. profits 
within a short time.’’ He gives his ad. 
dress as San Francisco, and requests 
soldiers not to delay, as he starts for 
Washington on August 20 to press the 
matter in Congress. 


Chinese for Brazil. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.--Nothing is 
known in this city of the details of the 
immigration arrangements. between 
Brazil and China, the conclusion of 
which has just been announced in the 
advices from China. It is said at the 
Chinese legation that the new conven- 
tion is merely supplemental to the gen- 
eral treaty between the two conntries 
already in existence, and is confined to 
the subject of ‘the introduction of Chi- 
nese laborers into Brazil. 

Yam Gew, the new Chinese min- 
ister to the United States, now en 
route to this city, will probably bring 
the first full particulars of the docu 
ment.

By the action brought Mrs. Guirado 
sought to obtain a decree dissolving the 
bonds of matrimony existing between 
herself and husband, alleging separ- 
ately ‘n her complaint three of the six 
statuatory grounds of divorce enumera- 
ted in the code, namely, wilful deser- 
tion, habitwal intemperance and ex- 
treme cruelty. To the view of the court 
it appeared that there was no evidence 
offered in support of the allegation that 
the defendant deserted and abandoned 
the plaintiff, and while it would appear 
that the defendant was frequently in- 
toxicated, the evidence failed to estab- 
lish habitual intemperance as defined in 
the Civil Codes, “that degree of intem- 
perance from the use of intoxicating 
drinks which disqualifies the person a 
greater portion of the time from prop- 


erly attending to business, or which 


would reasonably inflict a course of 
great mental anguish upon the Innocent 
party."” But the last cause of action 
set forth in the complaint, that of ex- 
treme cruelty, was proven. The code 
defines extreme cruelty as “the in- 
fliction of grievous bodily § injury 
or grievous mental suffering upon 
the by aed by one party to the mar- 
riag 

The evidence showed that the defend- 
ant frequently called the plaintiff a 
fool and a g-— d— fool, and applied to 
her opprobrious epithets, and used to- 
ward her other such vile and offensive 
language would be: likely to wound 
her feelings and produce grievous men- 
tal suffering. Defendant's counsel con- 
tended that this conduct on defendant's 
part and the mental suffering endured 
did not injure plaintiff's “health, and 
did not, therefore, constitute extreme 
cruelty ‘within the meaning of the sec- 
tion. The witnesses, Mrs. Eckford and 
Mrs. Speer, both testified that defend- 
ant’s conduct in this respect made 
plaintiff nervous and affected her 
health. Moreover, there was eviderice 


| nore extreme cruelty in the inflic- 


tion of grievous bodily injury. Plaintiff 
| testified that defendant on one occasion 
struck her on the arm with a fan and 
caused her pain, and on another occa- 
sion kicked her on the leg so severely 
that for a period of two or three weeks 
she was unable to walk, and was 
obliged to obtain the services of a phy- 
sician and did employ Dr. Kurtz, and 
he testified that the kick produced a se- 

The only question, therefore, was 
whether there was such a condonation 
as would require the court to deny 
plaintiff a decree of divorce. Condona- 
tion was a conditjonal forgiveness of a 
matrimonial offense constituting a 
cause of divorce, and three require- 
ments were theceasary, viz.: A know!- 
edge on the part of the condoner of the 
facts eqnstituting the cause of divorce; 
reconciliation and remission of the of- 
fense by the injured party; restoration 
of the offending party to all marital 
rights. Bishop on marriage and di- 
voree has said: “Sin and pardon, the 
latter taking away the punishment 
from the former, walk hand im hand 
through all that part of the universe 
of which man has any knowledge. So 
that. in matrimonial law, if one of the 
parties has forgiven an ‘offense which 
he knows the other has committed, 
there can be no divorce.’ The usual 
proof of condonation is evidence show- 
ing that the injured spouse, with 
knowledge of the offense, consented to 
and did ‘have matrimonial intercourse 
with the offending spouse. There were 
many authorities which held that a 
single act of matrimonial intercourse 

was sufficient proof of condonation as 
against the husband, and while the law 
(differing with Mr. Bumbie, Oliver 
Twist, chapter 51) presumed that the 
wife had not the same contro! that the 
husband had over the wife, would not, 
therefore, so readily infer condonation 
by her, yet there were cases which held 
that a single act of matrimonial inter- 
course was, or might be, sufficient to 
prove condonation by the‘wife. In a 
case cited (Delliber vs. Delliber, 9 Con- 
necticut, 233,) the defendant had been 
convicted of adultery and was i3 
prison, and the wife, the plaintiff, went 
to the prison wherein he was confined 
and lodged with him two or three 
nights, and this was held as sufficient 
proof of condonation. Admitting that 
the case of Bohnert vs. Bohnert, 95 
California, 444 established the rule that 
in this State condonation could not be 
proven by evidence of intercourse 


‘alone; yet it did not mean there could 


be no condonation unte&ss the parties 
continued to have the same habitation. 
In this case the evidence showed that 
the principa! acts of personal violence 
complained of occurred in the summer 
and fall of 1888, and that no separation 
took place until the year 1899, ,;when 
the plaintiff went to Alameda. Piain- 
tiff herself testified that when she and 


the defendant parted they parted good | 
friends; that she then intended to leave | 


her husband for good, but did not tell 
him that such was her intention, and 
might have told him that she was go- 
ing to Alameda because her brother 
had said if she would he would give 
her a house and Iot. 


Defendant testified that plaintiff | 


never said anything about abandoning

It is expected that a cut rate to the 
World's Fair will go into effect about 
the ‘middle of this month.

It has been 
shown over and over again that every 
reduction in rates has been followed by 
a large increase in the number of pas- 
sengers catried, without a correspond- 
ing increase in expenses. It costs little 
more to transport a car filled with pas- 
sengers than an empty one. And the 
railroads haul many empty cars every 
day. 


There is a wide difference of opinion 
as to what Congress will accomplish 
when it convenes in extra session. The 
Sherman bill will not be repealed with- 
out a fight, that is certain. In the 
House it will be easier than in the Sen- 
ate. Stewart, Jones and others will 
oppose repeal, unless some substitute 
favorable to silver be offered. Senator 
Sherman himself presumes that the 
clause of the law requiring silver pur- 
chases, which he considers the only 
objectionable section of the bill, will 
be repealed, and will himself vote for 
such repeal. 


It is unfortunate that the extra ses- 
sion of Congress will necessitate the 
postponement of the trip of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, which intended 
to investigate and report on the deep 
water harbor in this county. Several 
important railroad developments de- 
pend on the definite solution of this 
question, It is a pity that it was con- 
sidered necessary te appoint another 
committee to decide that which had al- 
ready been five times decided by com- 
petent and impartial government en- 
gineers. 


Pueblo has been undergoing a similar 
experience to that which Los Angeles 
had a couple of Weeks ago. Three 
banks were forced to close their doors 
in one day. One of them had $170,000 
assets and only $70,000 liabilities. After 
the regulation rush in the morning, the 
‘report comes that ‘fa much better fecl- 
ing prevails this evening, and the worst 
is believed to be past.”” In a day or 
two the depositors will be bringing 
their money back. There are lots of 
half-crazy people around these days. 


Recent discoveries of gold on the Mo- 
jave Desert emphasize the fact that 
there is a vast amount of mineral 
wealth lying around undeveloped in 
Southern California. Some day, e’er 
long. we may have a mining boom in 
the section which produced gold long 
before the celebrated discovery by Mar- 
shall at Coloma. The establishment of 
a smelter at Los Angeles, which is now 
under way, will undoubtedly direct 
more attention to this much-neglected 
branch of our resources. 


And now Denver capitalists have or- 
ganized with $10,000,000 capitalization to 
build a railroad to San Francisco. The 
country will look oh with interest to 
ascertain whether it is the same kind 
of a wind railroad that the capitalists 
of San Francisco have been building to 
Denver. If it should be, and the two 
currents of air should meet out on the 
desert some place, what a cyclone and 
things there would be! 


A Bakersfield merchant tells the Call 
that he had to pay 34.03 freight for 320 
pounds of dry goods from Los Angeles 
to Bakersfield, while the same goods 
from Philadelphia to Los Angeles only 
cost $3.20. After making all due allow- 
ances for “‘long hauls,"’ ocean competi- 
tion, and so forth,,it is palpable that 
this is altogether too great a difference. 


Fresno has expressed the opinion, 
through its Board of Trade, that a road 
to Bakersfield would benefit the people 
more than a midwinter fair. If San 
Francisco had the enterprise it pos- 
sessed seventeen years ago, when Rals- 
ton lived, both these and several other 
enterprises might be put through in 
brief order, with much less talk.

TWO PER CENT, BONDS. 


A New Scheme Proposed te Relieve the Bind- 
ing Situation. 

(St. Louis Globe-Democrat, June 27:) 
‘Here is a proposition to meet the sil-* 
ver question and the whole financial 
situation,’’ said Willlat® P. Halliday of 
Cairo. some of'these big bankers 
what they think of it. Let the govern- 
ment issue 2 per cent. bonds to run 
twenty years. These bonds can ke 
the place of those‘beariag much higher 
rate of interest. Let these botidg be 
sold to the banks, notonly to national, 
but to State banks, Each bank should 
be allowed to take bonds equal to the 
amount of its capital stock. Let the 
banks issue notes tothe par value of 
their government bonds, instead of to 
the 90 per cent limit. Let it be a con- 
dition of State banks taking the bonds 
that they shall submit to examinations 
by the government the same as national 
banks do. Make the examinations 
more frequent rigid 
than they are now, 
tion is one of the. chief sources 
of strength of the national bank- 
ing system. It insures public tcon- 
fidence. This 
money that is entirely safe and a’ kind 
in which people will have perfect confi- 
dence. It will increase the volume, It 
will reduce the interest the government 
is paying. It will allow State as well 
as national banks to put out notes and 
be satisfactory to those who prefer the 
State banking system. But more im- 
portant than all, it will get the money 
out to the people. All of the, other 
plans putthe money into Wall street. 
This carries it first to the people. With 
the restrictions and details which ‘may 
be added or found necessary, | like this 
idea of a circulation based on the par 
value of 2 per cent. bonds better than 
anvthing else that has been suggested. 
The ‘treating of national and . State 
banks just alike in the matter is an 
essetitial feature of it. State banks, I 
think, would be glad to submit to the 
examinations and other conditions in 
order to obtain the privilege of taking 
the bonds to the equivalent of their 
capital stock and issuing notes on them 
to their par value. Thehigh premium 
on United States bonds and the limita- 
tion of the issue of notes to 90 per 
cent. hampers the efficiency of the 
national banking system. Most of all, 
I like this plan because it scatters. the 
circulation all over the country ‘and 
among the people instead of making us 
look to Wall street for our money. 

“Take Mr. Parson’s bank, the State 
Savings of St. Louis, for example. 
Suppose the capita] stock is $500,000, 
Mr. Parsons would, undeY this’ scheme, 
be entitled to take $500,000 in United, 
States 2 percent. bonds. That would 
authorize the issue by his bank of 
$500,000 in notes. These notes would 
g° into circulation in St. bouis agd the 
surrounding region. They would have 
allofthe strengttr “aba the 
present national bank notes, gnd would 
be just as good in one part ofthe coun- 
try as another. This is muth-‘better 
than the proposition to repeal the State 
bank tax and encourage the issue pf 
notes independent of government super- 
vision. Free silver fs impracticable, it 
seemstome. If there is need of more 
money, asso many people think, this 
provides the way of getting it and of 
getting it in sate form. some of 
the bankers what they think of it."’

Mrs. Hughes remained some little 
time longer, and made some sugges- 
tions in reference to what she be- 
lieved it would be a wise policy for the 
board to do for the coming year. She 
spoke of certain things that could be 
done, she thought, which, if done, 
would save the city an expense of sev- 
eral thousand dollars without great 
detriment to the cause of education. 
Her plans did not find great favor with 
the other guardians of the city’s edu- 
cational welfare, and she, too, left the 
room. 

The meeting was continued till late 
into the night. What was done was 
not made public, and perhaps will not 
be until the next regular meeting of the 
board, which will occur next Monday 
evening. 

It has been talked until lately that 
no sweeping changes in the force of 
teachers was to be made. Rumor has 
it, however, that a large number of 
vacancies will be created, and that 
others than those at present employed 
will be selected to fill them.

Why the Old Governor Did Not Visit the 
World's Fair. 

The San Francisco Call of Wednesday 
prints the following: 
Itis not generally known that Pio Pico, 
the former Governor of this great State, 
is now living in Los Angeles, a hale old 
man of 94 years, and that he refused point 
blank to attend the World's Fair at Chi. 

cago. 

Pioneers who remember the ex-Governor 
as one of the gayest of the gay statesmen 
of the good old days when money grew on 
treesand gold bubbled out of the ground 
at the slightest provocation, will open their 
eyes in astonishment at his statement and 
exclaim in a’49er drawl: 

‘Wal. what has Califernia come ter, any- 
how, when one of her biggest bloods what 
’Frisco and Sacramento ever seed won't go 
on a spree ter ther big circus at Chicago!’’ 

The reason why the old man _ refused to 
take the trip is a simple one. He is so 
proud that he would put the proverbial old 
Virginia horse to shame, and he is just as 
poor. 

At one time the ex-executive counted his 
acres in Southern California by the thou- 
sand, and, as for town property, he simply 
owned two-thirds of what is now known as 
the City of the Angels. 

He (Pico) had more money than he knew 
what todo with, and yet he is a pauper to- 
day, and lives on the charity of three or 
four big-hearted gentlemen of his race, 
who allow him so much a month. 

His poverty has kept hin away from Chi. 
cago, notwithstanding the fact that a com- 
mittee waited on him several times and 
offered not only to pay allof his expenses, 
but to keep him in the same style that he 
maintained when he cccupied the guberna- 

torial mansion inthe palmy days of the 
Golden West. 

‘No, I will not go_"’ said Don Pico through 
an interpreter, “for two good reasons. 
The first is because lam poor, andthe sec- 
ond is because Ido not intend to go to the 
big snow to be one of the animals on ex- 
hibit,’’ and he refused to discuss the mat- 
ter further. 

To an intimate friend, after the commit. 
tee had made its last visit and given up in 
despair, the ancientdon put on his most 
dignified look and ejaculated in his most 
vigorous Spanish : 

“If those gringos imagine for a moment 
that they can take me back there and show 
me in aside tent at two bits a head they 
are very much mistaken.”’ 

And the old man called one of his amigos 
to assist him in his buggy, and he drove off 
with the air that plainly said: “If I do not 
own this town I used to."’ : 

This horse and buggy areall that are 
left out of his immense fortune, and the 
old swell—for Don Pio Pico is still a 
swell—spends most of his time driving 
about the city. 

He is almost always alone, and singular 
asit may seem for one of his advanced 
age, he drives through the most crowded 
streets faster and bolder than nine-tenths 
of the younger drivers. 

His memory has begun to fail him during 
the past few years, but he isin perfect 
health, and it will not be asurprise to many 
of his friends if he lives to be’ 125 years of 


ace. 

‘Den Pio Fico should be one of the wealth. 
jest men in California today, but like a 
large _percentage of his nationality his 
heart was created first and the rest of the 
man was built around it in a haphazard 
style of architecture. 

When his wealth was so great that he be- 
lieved it could not be exhausted he would 
not content bimself witb entertaining nis 
kintolks and a few intimate friends. He 
wanted the whole State fora guest. and it

Gossip About the Santa 
Fe Down There. 


Stringent Money Market and 
Tracklaying in 1893. 


- 


Charges Being Made of Rate-Cuttiog 


in Los Angeles. | 


A Los Angeles mian, who has reasom 
to be quite well posted on the subject, 
but whose name cannot be mentioned, 
Says that if the Santa Fe road ever 
does get a chance to do any business 
on the Southern Pacific's new wharf.at 
Port Los Angeles it. will be by a differ- 
ent arrangement than has yet been re- 
ferred to in print. The Southern Pa- 
cific is double tracking the line from 
Santa Monica to the wharf approach, 
which will practically leave no room 
for the Santa Fe to build a line of its 
own up to that great pier. It will be 
an easy matter, however, for the Santa 
Fe to make track and wharf arrange- 
ments with the Southern Pacific by 
which the¢4ormer company can do busi- 
ness on the wharf—that is, business 
which is not competitive. The charge 
which the Southern Pacific will make 
for this concession, whether based on 
tonnage or wheelage, will place the 
Santa Fe at some disadvantage, which 
can only be obviated by an _ indepen- 


.dent wharf and track approach, to se- 


cure which would cost more money 
than the Santa Fe Company wiil “be 
willing or able to expend for some time 
to come. For diplomatic reasons the 
Southern Pacific would like to have the 
Santa Fe utilize the wharf and thus 
feel interested in the government op- 
erations at that port. ' 
RAILROADS AND THE PRESS. 

WwW. C. Brown of St. Joseph, general 
manager Of the Hannibal and St. Jo- 
seph Railway, delivered an address in 
Chicago, Tuesday, on “The Railroads 
and the Press."”” Among other things 


“The interests of the railroads and 
those of the communities and States 
they serve are identical. The prosper- 
ity of one carries with it in like degree 
prosperity or the other. Adversity, can- 
not come to one without corresponding 
injury to the other. As the press, 
emancipated from the bonds with 
which ignorance and prejudice had en- 
cumbered it, became infinitely. more po- 
tent for good, so it will be found that 
when its great colaborer in the work 
of advancement and of progress, the 
railroads, shall enjoy the same lati- 
tude, the same liberty and indepen- 
dence of action, their power for good 
will be immeasurably increased, The 
time will come when the people under- 
stand more fully the true relationship 
which exists between themselves and 
the railroads how inseparably their in- 
terests are interwoven. How soon this 
cendition: shall be brought about de- 
pends largely upon the newspapers of 
our country.”’ 

TRACKLAYING THIS YEAR. 

In an article on tracklaying during 
the first half of the year 1893, the 
Railway Age states that it was evi- 
dent before the close of last year that 
1893 would be a period of comparatively 
small railway building, and the &inan- 
clal events of the last few months 
have diminished the number of. enter- 
prises which were under way, and made 
the outlook still less mising. Never- 
theless, railway building has by no 


‘Means ceased, and it will not cease, 


however unfavorable the temporary 
outlook may be. There are many hun- 
dreds of lines under way or projected, 
for which there is a legitimate field, 
and every year will continue to see 
new mileage built in some or all of the 
States and Territories.. The returns 
thus far received show that in the six 
months ending June 30 track has been 
laid down on ninety-five different lines, 
lying in thirty of the States and Terri- 
tories, to an aggregate length of 1015 
miles of main line, besides hundreds of 
miles of sidings, additional tracks; and 
renewals. Considering that the, length 
of track laid in the first half of the 
year is but a partial indication of the 
amount of work done on construction, 
the total of 1015 miles in thirty States 
and Territories is as large as could 
expected. Last year at this time, 1 
miles of track laid was reported, 

the total for the year was a little short 
of 4200 miles. At the same ratio, the 
total new mileage of 1893 will be about 
3000 miles. There are legitimate enter- 
prises now under way sufficient to give 
a considerably larger mileage before 
the end of the year, but unless financial 
conditions greatly improve, the com- 
pletion of a number of them will be 
postponed. On the other hand, a num- 
ber of short lines which have not com- 
menced tracklaying will be pushed 
through, because they are needed, and 
will give returns on the investment. 
The year 1893 will doubtless show a 
smaller increase of railway mileage in 
the United States than any since 1878, 
with the possible exception of 18%, 
when the total fell under 3000; but for 
all that, new enterprises are constant 
being reported, and better times 

see a marked increased activity in this 
important direction. 

Retrenchment seems to be the watch- 
word on the Santa Fe’s Southern Cali- 
fornia lines.

O. E. Newton, agent for the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy road at Fort 
Madison, Iowa, is visiting in Los An- 
geles for the benefit of his heath. 

It is said that F. P, Gregson, solicit- 
ing freight agent for the Santa Fe in 
this city, has permanently ceased to 
serve that company, through no of- 
ficial notice has yet been made of 
fact. 

Various rumors and charges were 
heard on the street yesterday regard- 
ing alleged rate cutting on east-bqund 
business. It is asserted that very few 
of the passengers to Chicago are pay- 
ing tariff rates for their tickets. 


Ralph Rogers, in acting as a self-ap- 


‘pdinted passenger agent for the Santa 


Fe, is stirring up the agents for com- 
peting lines, who charge him with cut- 
ting rates and offering inducements not 
allowable under the agreement of the 
various lines. Mr. Rogers is supposed 
to be getting up an excursion of his 
own to Chicago. 
There seems no possibility on t 

part of Western roads of longer post- 
poning the inauguration ef cheap ex- 
cursion rates to the World’s Fair. It 
was. as a condition of the adop- 
tion of the revised Western Passenger 
Association agreement that excursion 
rates of not more than one fare for the 
round trip be made by the Western 
roads as they saw fit after August 1. 
World’s Fair traffic on the lines be- 
tween Chicago and the Missouri is all 
and more than was expected.

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BUSINESS FAILURES. 


Dun’s Report for the First Six 
Tlonths of 1893. 


Figures Indicate That, Outside of San 
Prancisco, California is One of the 
: Most Prosperous States 

in the Union. 


The semi-annual oircnlar issued by 
the mercantile agency of R. G. Don & 
Co., under date of June 80, 1893, shows 
the number of failuresin the United 
States for the first six months of the 
present year to be 6401, as against 
5508 during the same period in 1892, 
showing an increase of 898. The total 
liabilities of all the failures which oc- 
curred in the first six months of 1898 
are $168,000,000, while for the same 
period in 1892 they were $62,000,- 
000, showing an increase of $106,- 
900,000. 

This remarkable increase is no doubt 
ina large measure due tothe many re- 
cent failures of banks and large mer- 
cantile houses all over the United 
States, for while the total amount of 
liabilities has increased over 170 
per cent. the total increase in 
number of individual failures is some- 
where in the neighborhood of only 16 
per cent... 

With the exception of eight States 
every other State and Territory in the 
Union shows a large increase in the 
amount of liabilities as compared with 
those of 1892, while about one-fifth of 
the States show a decrease in the num- 
ber of individual failures. These are 
only coincidental in the cases of Mary- 
land, Mississippi, New Mexico and 
Texas, which three States and one Ter- 
ritory show both less failures and less 
total liabilities. 

The four other States which show 
less total liabilities are California, 
Montana, New Hampshire and Rhode 
Island. 

In’ the case of California, outside the 
city of San Francisco, the total num- 
ber of failures for the first six months 
of 1893 is 207, while for the corre- 
sponding period of last year the num- 
ber was 19%, or an increase of four- 
teen, while the total amount of liabili- 
ties for the first six months of 1893 
are $1,052,600, while for the corre- 
sponding perioil of last year they were 
$1,253,30 showing a decrease in 
favor of 1893 of $200,700, or about 
16 percent. The city of San Fran- 
cisco cannot make as favorable a 
showing. Its individual failures have 
increased from 83, in the first half of 
1892,to 147 during the six months 
just past, while the total liabilities of 
these failures have increased from 
$1,050,800, in the first half of 1892, 
to $1,209,000 during the correspond- 
ing period of 189%. But even handi- 
capped as itis with the increasing de- 
pression in San Francisco, the entire 
State of California shows a net decrease 
in the number of total liabilities in 


the first six months of 1893 of $382,- 


800 as against 
period of 1892. 

From all this it- appears that Cali- 
fornia, outside the city of San Fran- 
cisco, is one of the most prosperous 
sections of the United States. The 
figures speak for themselves.

HORTICULTURISTS. 


Meeting of the Southern ¢ California Assecia- 
tion. 


The Southern California Association | 


of Horticultural Commissioners met yes- 
terday atthe Chamber of Commerce.

Scott acted as secretary. ~ 

T. A. Rice of Ventura was elected to 
membership. Chairman Hamilton said 
that several orange-growers’ unions 
were being organized in Orange county. 
Mr. Perry had made extensive prepara- 
tions for fumigating. Spraying twice 
a year had, however, been found to be 
apparently as effectual as fumigation. 
Remarks were made in regard to the 
various kinds ofscale and other pests. 

Mr. Hamilton spoke of an article 
which he had seen in an Eastern paper 
about moths. Some years ago, the 
paper stated, a Frenchman in Massa- 
chusetts had "what he supposed to be 
silkworm eggs. They were blown away 
by the wind, and were afterward found 
tobe Egyptian motheggs. They spread 
over a large territory and did an enor- 
mous amount of damage. From this it 
was to be learned that the introduction 
of new pests must be guarded against. 

Commissioner Collins and others also 
made remarks. It was reported that 
peach trees were to be observed to 
wither and die and that a black bug or 
borer was the cause. 

Grapes were shown which were af- 
fected by a parasite. The leaves were 
healthy, but the fruit was injured. 

It was stated by Mr. Collins that the 
State board had in its action favored 
San Francisco and the northern part 
of the State;

A law d by the last Legislature pro- 
vides that the clerk of the Board of School 
Trustees shall certify on the last warrant 
Issued to teachers that each has kept his or 
her register properly, and that the register 
ls kepton file at the clerk’s office.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


A Domestic Scandal Brought to 
Light. 


Paramour—New Developments in 
the School Fight—Red- 
lands News. 


On Thursday John Winkler was brought 
before Justice Felter at San Bernardino for 
a hearing on a charge of assault to commit 
murder. The story of the affair as given 
by Peter Haydoin, the complaining wit- 
ness, isin substance as tollows: Haydoin 
is a painter by trade, and is away from 
home much of the time, while his wife runs 
the restaurant opposite the Santa Fé 
depot on Third street. Among those who 
board at the restanrant is one John Wink- 
ler. For about a year past Haydoin has 
had suspicions as tothe relations existing 
between his wife and this man Winkler, 
but had never been able to secure any 
proof of infidelity until Thursday evening 
when he came home, aud suspected Wink- 
ler’s presence inthe room with his wife. 
Placing his son at one door he entered at 
the other. But the man succeeded in mak- 
ing his escape from the house, and Hay- 
doin gave chase. Being pressed hard, 
Winkler turned and fired upon his pursuer, 
who thereupon gave up the chase, and had 
a warrant issued for the arrest of Winkler, 
as above. Winkler was found in bed at his 
lodging-house with his shins badly bruised 
up and a doctor in attendance. He says 
that the assault was made by Haydoin, who 
fired at him with apistol, andin his hurry 
to get away from his pursuer he ran into 
and fell over a flatcar upon the Santa Fé 
track. 

Justice Felter set the trial for next Mon- 
duy, and fixed Winkler’s bond at $500. 

THE SCHOOL TROUBLE. 

The school fight shows no signs of abate- 
ment; in fact, the bitterness has settled into 
adetermination upon both sides to the 
extent that each will show the worst known 
about the other. Itis a most unfortunate 
aftair, and those who are likely to be the 
worst sufferers—the children, from the 
bad effect the affair will have upon the 
schools and the cause of education—are in 
no way responsible for the disgraceful sit- 
uation. According to his public declara- 
tion Henry Goodcell, Jr., one of the mem- 
bers of the board, is making public a full 
account of the relations of Prof. Frye with 
several persons directly involved in the 
fight. In doing so Mr. Goodcell does as he 
said he would, prove either that Prof. Frye 
is unfit to be at the head of the schools or 
that he (Goodcell) is a libeller and subject 
to criminal or civil prosecution. He states 
in his first letter that the trouble arose be- 
tween Prof. Prye and Prof. Beattie through 
an arrangement made by Prof. Frye with 
one of the teachers by which she wastocon. 
sider herself engaged to Frye, but that no 
marriage should ever take place. But that 
Prof. Frye had toid the school board that 
their (Frye and Beattie’s) friendship had 
ceased because of religious persecution 
from Prof. Beattie’s mother, in which 
Beattie took part, Prof. Frye having 
roomed at the home of the latter.

_ PUZZLING. THE DOCTORS. 

There is acase of a peculiar disease in 
this city which is puzzling the physicians, 
especially the Boardof Health. It is that 
of a nine-year-old Mexican girl living down 
the zanja near the western corporate 
limits. She has been afflicted for some 
time, but not untila few days ago was the 
attention of the secretary of the Board of 
Health called to her condition, which is one 
of peculiar interest because of its variety. 
All over the body of the little girl are 
Strange, light-colored round spots or 
blotches, from a quarter toa half an inch 
in diameter. The skin over the spots is of 
apeculiar smooth and glassy appearance, 
and seems devoid of vitality. Yet there is 
no soreness about these particular spots, 
which are quite numerous. Her hands are 
badly broken outand quite sore, the dis- 
ease, if it be the same asthat affecting the 
restofthe body, having the appearance 
upon the hands of some of the many forms 
of eczema, saltrhuem or tetter, and as is 
sometimes the case in these diseases, the 
tinger nails are affected in a manner very 
much as they are in leprosy. One of the 
finger nails appears very much as thopgh 
it would soon come off. The child's scalp 
is also much diseased, having ever ap. 
pearance of a form of eczema. 

But what is it that afflicts the child? 

From an examination of the hands and 
scalp one would pronounce the trouble an 
aggravated case of eczema, with which 
children aré* frequently troubled. But 
when the peculiar spots with which the 
rest of the bodyis marked are taken into 
the account, it forms a puzzie. The secre- 
tary of the Board of Health has made an 
examination; and saysthat he thinks that 
it is not leprosy, though he would not. state 
positively that it is not. and advises 
caution, though it is not thougnt con- 
tagious.

Ana Trustees. 


Ordinance Establishing Water Rates Passed— 
An Election to Be Held on Issuing 
Bonds for a Lighting 

Plant. 


A special meeting of the City Trustees of 
Santa Ana was held Thursday evening for 
the purpose of passing several ordinances, 
at which Messrs. Edinger, Whitson, Hunt, 
Pitman, and the clerk were present. 

Ordinance No. 169, accepting certain 
Streets as the same are now laid out, es- 
tablished, traveled and used as public 
Streets and thoroughfares in the city of 
Santa Ana, was read for the second time 
and passed by the unanimous vote of the 
members present. 

Ordinance No. 171, to amend rule 17 of 
section 28, of ordinance No. 149, entitled 
an ordinance establishing water rates in 
the city of Santa Ana, and prescribing 
rules and regulations governing consumers 
of water, and fixing a penalty for violation 
thereo!, was read for the second time and 
passed. 

The following resolution was passed by 
the unanimous vote of the board: 
Resolution determining to make public im- 

provements in the city of Santa Ana: 

WHEREAS, the city of Santa Ana is in 
need of better lighting facilities, and 

WHEREAS, the time has come when the 
city should own its public buildings, there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, By the city Board of Trustees 
that it is the intention, and the city hereby 
determines to submit to the qualified elec- 
tors of said city a proposition to vote mu- 
nicipal bonds in sufficient amount to raise 
the necessary funds with which to putina 
lighting plant, and furnish adequate lights 
for said city, and to erect a city hall, and 
the other necessary buildings to accommo- 
date said city." 

The board then adjourned to meet Mon- 
day ing, July 17, at 8 o'clock.

How a Man Knew What 
His Dogs Saw. 


The Defense in the Veilex Arson 
Trial. 


The Glendora Irrigation Bond Issué 
. Confirmed. 


A Demurrer Overruled by Judge Clark—The 
Lacroix-Appel Slander Suit is Still 
on Trial—A Petty Larcen- 
ist Sentenced. 


Dogs at La Canada barked loudly on 
the night of March 16, just previous to 
the discovery of the fire in the school- 
house. 

Theodore Pickens heard them, and 
others who were in his house at the 
time also noted the cries of the canines. 
Mr. Pickens’s animals made the noise, 
and they were not thoroughbreds, 
neither were they supposed to be en- 
dowed with anything more than com- 
mon dog sense, yet the disturbance they 
created formed a not unimportant link 
in the chain of defense set up to clear 
Lemuel Veilex of the charge of arson 
yesterday in Department One. 

The case for the people was closed by 
Deputy District Attorney Conklin just 
before noon, and then it became evi- 
dent as to what the cause of the de 
fense would consist of. 

Mr. Pickens testified that on the night 
in question he was playing whist with 
some friends, when the dogs before 
méntioned barked loudly. He could tell 


ing from the “expression” of their 
voices, or energy of their cries. They 
stopped for a time and did not bark 
until about a quarter of an hour later, 
when they started in again. This cir- 
cumstance indicated that some one had 
passed and repassed the house, going 
toward and coming from the direction 
of the schoolhouse. Soon after the’ bell 
rang the alarm of fire. 

On cross-examination the witness 
stated that he was quite sure that he 
could distinguish from the tone of his 
dogs’ barks whether they were barking 
at a man or other animal. 

A number of residents of the Canada 
Valley were here sworn to testify to 
the general good character of the de- 
fendant. 

David Veilex, a twin brother of the 
accused, swore that, on the night of 
March 16, he came home early in the 
evening and found Lemuel sitting at a 
table reading. Both boys staid°in the 
house until they heard the alarm bell 
ring, when they rushed out and found 
that the schoolhouse was on fire. Be- 
fore returning home from the store in 
the first instance he had walked along 
the road with Herman Ruthard, who 

at that time noticed a light 
through the schoolhouse window. He 
had met Tony, the boy detective, 
shortly after the latter had arrived in 
the place, and. with his brother, had 
listened to the extravagant tales told 
by that person. Tony said that once 
he had joined a gang of boys who were 
known ag the “dirty dozen.” ese 
boys did many a bold and daring deed, 
according to the self-styled detective’s 
yarn, and, to cap the climax, Tony 
added that he himself had stored away, 
or “planted,” some $1800, which he 
would share with the Veilex boys if 
they were of the right sort. 
- Lemuel himself was then called to 
the stand. He had remained in the 
house all during the evening on the 
night the schoolhouse was burned, and 
knew nothing about the fire until the 
alarm was given. He did not deny 
that he had told Tony some stories, 
but this he did merely to show that he 
had the requisite amount of courage 
that the former had declared a neces- 
sary requirement to all who became 
associated in his remunerative enter- 
prises. As to the schoolhouse key, 
at he had found in the road after the 
re 


Other witnesses corroborated many 
of the details related, and further testi- 
fied that, on the day previous to the 
fire, several Chinamen who. worked 
in the neighborhood were asked for 
the money due the county as poll tax 
by a collector, and they had refused to 
pay the amounts. On the morning of 
the fire they left the place and did not 
again return. The inference to be 
drawn from this was that the Chinese, 
out of spite at being importuned for 
tax money, set fire to the schoolhouse 
and then went away before they had 
been suspected of the act. 

At 4 o’clock the defense closed, and 
Mr. Conklin made the opening argu- 
ment for the prosecution. 

The aged father and mother of the 
accused sat quietly throughout the 
course of the trial near their son, anx- 
iously watching the proceedings. The 
mother remained calm and subdued 
during the taking of the testimony, 
except when the statements of those 
on the stand were particularly harsh, 
and then a pained look would cross her 
wrinkled face as she glanced in the di- 
rection of her fifteen-year-old boy, who 
was accused of so serious a crime. 

The case was not given to the jury 
last night, although Mr. Gould had 
completed his argument in defense 
when the time for adjournment had 
arrived. 

THE BONDS CONFIRMED. 

In Judge Van Dyke’s court a petition 
was offered sometime ago asking that 
the bonds issued by the Glendora Irri- 
gation District be approved as to le- 
gality and form, in view of a certain 
protest filed. After carefully consider- 
ing the whole transaction the court 
yesterday rendered an opinion in the 
matter, deciding adversely to the pro- 
testants. 

The opinion recites that the proceed- 
ing was one had under the confirmation 
act provided. That act allowed any 
person interested in a district, or in 
the issue or sale of bonds, to demur to 
such a petition, making the rules of 
pleading and practice provided by the 

e, not inconsistent with the pro- 
Visions of the act, applicable to the spe- 
cial proceedings prayed for. It was 
further provided in said confirmation 
act that upon the hearing of the spe- 
cial proceedings the court should have 
power and jurisdiction to examine and 
determine the legality and validity of, 
and approve and confirm each and all 
of the proceedings in the organization 
of said district under the provisions of 
said act, from and including the peti- 
tion and organization of the district, 
and all other proceedings which may 
affect the legality or validity of said 
bonds, and the order for the sale and 
the sale thereof; and the court, in in- 
quiring into the regularity, legality or 
correctness of said proceedings was re- 
quired to disregard any error, irregu- 
larity or omission which did not affect 
the substantial rights of the parties to 
said proceeding. 

The only party appearing and con- 
testing the application was the Glen- 
dora Water Company. 

The act for the organization and 
government of irrigation districts, com- 
monly known as the. Wright act, had 
been sustained as constitutional and 
approved by the Supreme Court in a 
number of decisions, after a thorough 
discussion of the matter. It had been 
held that the districts‘ organized under 
@.act were public corporations, and

the property heid by such corporations 
was in trust for the public and subject

to the control of the State; that its ob- 
ject was for the good of the public 
and to promote the prosperity and wel- 
fare of thé public; that while they do 
not possess all the municipal powers 
conferréd upon cities and towns, still, 
umler the law of their creation, they 
were vested only with public duties 
, and were Mere agencies or auxiliaries 
of the State In discharge of its sover- 
eign power and duty of providing for 
the comrion Welfare; and that the acta 
and proceedings of such districts and 
their board of directors should be lib- 
eraily constfued to carry out the pur- 
pose of the law. 

Without @oOnsidering in detail the ob- 
jections on the part of the only de- 
fendant appearing, it was sufficient to 
say that.im ‘the opinion of the court 
such of them as were sustained by the 
evidence were not of such a material 
nature or Kind as to render the pro- 
ceedings on the part of the district in 
question tmvalid; and from the stipu- 
lation of facts on file. and the evidence 
in the casé, the petitioners were enti- 
tled to a decree of confirmation. 

IT WAS OVERRULED. 

In the case of Dill vs. Rogers et al., 
an opinion was filed yesterday by Judge 
Clark in which it is ordered that the 
Gemurrer to the complaint therein be 
overruled. The action was against the 
principal and sureties on the bond of 
the defendant Rogers as City Marshal 
of Redondo. It was set forth in the 
complaint that the defendant, well 
knowing the premises, and claiming to 
act under color and by virtue of his of- 
fice; by use of the power and authority 
under his control, in violation of his 
bond, did by force compel the plaintiff 
to go with him to the Recorder’s Court, 
and did, on the streets of Redondo, re- 
strain him of his liberty for a period of 
one and dne-half hours without prob- 
able cause and without any right to so 
do. That in doing this the said fmarshal 
acted ully and maliciously, and 
with full knowledge that he had no 
lawful right or authority to so do. 

The court held that the rule was well 
established that the liability of sure- 
ties on an Official bond was limited to 
the official acts of the principal. Such 
acts as were done by virtue of office in 
the line of official duty and not those 
acts merely done under the color of the 


| office. Whe the difference between 
acts vigtule cii and acts colore officli 
were well established no difference 


might Arise, but in deciding under 
which head the officer’s acts should be 
classed meant hopeless confusion. The 
demurrer was, therefore, overruled.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Bulletin of the Weather Bureau for 
Seuthern California. 

Following is the regular weekly 
weather bulletin of the Southern Call- 
fornia Weather Service for the week 
ending Monday, July 3: 

The weather during the past week 


| Was warm and clear, except that morn- 


ing fogs occurred in the coast districts, 


The temperature in the interior was 
about the average, while on the coast 
a slight deficiency, due to the fogs, was 
observed. The weather conditions were 
generally favorable to the growth of 
crops, especially beans and corn, but 
were rather unfavorable to apricot dry- 
ing in the foggy sections. Apricots are 
ripening fast and drying is in opera- 
tion; the crop is light, except in a few 
individual instances,. where full crops 
are reported. The shipments of green 
deciduous fruits in carload lots to Past- 
ern markets is assuming increased pro- 
portions. Following are reports in de- 
tail: 

San Luis Obispo city—Harvesting is 
going on; grain is an average crop; 
summer crops are looking well, and a 
large area has been planted to beans. . 

Ventura county—Hueneme: Thresh- 
ing has begun and the yield is, so far, 


good. The weather was favorable for, 


crops. Bardsdale: Apricots are turn- 
ing and will be gathered soon; the 
crop is about half of last year’s. Some 
night fogs occurred; the weather and 
crop prospects continue favorable. 

Santa Barbara city—Reports from the 
county show that the honey crop will 
be the best for years. Deciduous fruits 
are on the market in large quantities; 
the bean crop never looked better. 

Los Angeles county—Laricaster: The 
grain harvest is being pushed and the 
yield is better than at first estimated. 
A project of bringing water from Eliza- 
beth Lake is being discussed, which, if 
properly handled, will result in giving 
the valley a large amount of water. 
The Palms: Threshing began last week. 
Corn looks well; all kinds of fruits are 
growing nicely and promise a good 
yield. The weather has been warm, 
with some fog. Los Nietos: The 
weather was favorable to all crops, 
which are growing finely. Pasadena: 
Apricots are ripening en masse, and 
next week will be a busy one for the 
driers. Walnuts are very heavy. A re- 
turn of morning fogs was unwelcome. 
The temperature was 85 degs. Duarte: 
General summer weather prevailed and 
crops aré growing well. Apricots are 
ripe and other fruits are coming on 
finely. Highest temperature, 93 degs. 
Covina: The first part of the week was 
warm and beneficial to apricots ripen- 
ing; the latter part was cool with high 
fogs. Highest temperature, 98 degs. 

San Bernardino county — Ontario: 
Fruit is ripening rapidly; heavy ship- 
ments of berries are being made. Apri- 
cot drying has begun and the cannery 
will start this week. Highest tempera- 
ture, 96 degs. Chino: Peaches and 
apricots. are ripening rapidly. Sugar 
beets have not begun to ripen, but are 
growing splendidly. Highest tempera- 
ture, 91 degs. Redlands: Apricots are 
being dried; three or four carloads a 
week of green deciduous fruits are be- 
ing shi East. 

county — Riverside: All 
crops look well; small fruits are plenti- 
ful. except raspberries. Deciduous 
fruits are ripening rapidly. Highest 
temperature, 98 degs. Beaumont: The 
honey crop is very good this season, 
both in quantity and quality. Moreno: 
The thriftiest of the young fruit trees 
will bear some fruit this season. San 
Jacinto: The valley has a fairly good 
crop of wheat and barley; combined 
harvesters are in full operation. The 
fruit crop is excellent, consisting of 
apricots, peaches and pears. Elsinore: 
The week was’ warm and favorable for 
ripening apricots. The highest tempera- 
ture was 100 ‘degs. . 

Orange county — Anaheim: The days 
were clear and —— and nights 
were foggy. Sugar ts and corn are 
doing very well and promise a good 

ield.

He has three times en- 
tered the house of Mr. Sanford, on Al- 
varado street, and each time got away 
after having abstracted the contents of 
a child’s bank. 

On last Tuesday he entered the resi- 
dence of John Lawrence, No. 824 
Grand View avenue, and secured a quan- 
tity of fireworks. Onthe same day he 
broke into the house of Mr. Brown, who 
lives at No. 830, on the same street, 
and appropriated 50 cents which he 
had found. 

The detectives were in search of him, 
and he was arrested by them Wednes- 
day night. After having been brought 
to the police station he was booked for 
burglary. 

It is the custom of the detectives, 
when one of them makes an arrest on 
suspicion, without a warrant, to swear 
out a warrant early in the afternoon of 


the day following, if the arrest be made 


at night. 

Owing to some delay, Detective Auble 
did not .arrive at police headquarters 
quite as early as usua! yesterday. He 
was surprised on reaching there to find 
that young Donnelly bad been released. 

It seems that Donnelly’s mother came 
before Justice Seaman vesterday after- 
noon and asked that the boy be re- 
leased on bail. The bond was accord- 
ingly fixed at $20 cash, which amount 
was quickly produced. The boy was 
allowed to go, and it seems likely that 
he will not show himself before Los 
Angeles detectives for sometime to 
come. 

Justice Seaman, it is alleged, claims 
thatthe case was misrepresented to 
him, which accounts for the small bail 
demanded. Atany rate, the boy was 
admitted to bailin a trifling amount, 
and apparently without any investiga- 
tion whatever, and a young, but very 
troublesome, criminal has been given 
his liberty. While a magistrate hasa 
right to accept bail at any and a}! 
times, a little inquiry into cases is a 
good thing, and by pursuing this policy 
nothing is lost, while the public is pro- 
tected.

The Movement Widespread for 
Less Complexity. 


Torrens Transfer Act of Australia 
to Be Investigated. 


The Special Commission Will Report to the 
Next California Legistature—import- 
ant Meeting in New York 
on the Subject. 


‘Hon. Robert N. Bulla, who was re- 
cently appointed a member of the 
special commission to examine and re-_ 
port to the thirty-first session of the 
Legislature on the Torrens Land and 
Transfer Act of Australia, received his 
commission several days ago. Coin- 
cidentally, Mr. Bulla received a letter 
from Senator McAllister of Contra 
Costa county, who was also appointed 
a member of the commission, in which 
the Senator desires Mr. Bulla’s co-oper- 
ation in bringing about an early meet- 
ing of the commissioners. It is prob- 
able that the initial meeting of the 
commission will be held in San Fran- 
cisco at an early date. 

It will be remembered that the Mte 
Legislature passed an act conferring 
upon the Governor the power of ap- 
pointing this special commission, but 
only appropriated $500 to bear the en- 
tire expense of the investigation. No 
Stipulations were made as to how this 
money was to be spent, it probably be- 
ing the intention to leave the matter 
entirely with the commissioners. The 
sum is entirely too small, and will 
scarcely pay the railroad fares neces- 
sary before the commission can render 
its final report. 

Mr. Bulla says his idea of getting the 
most benefit out of the small amount 
appropriated would be to engage a 
thoroughly competent person, one con- 
versant with the subject, to colkate all 
data obtainable and then have a 


meeting called of the commis- 
sioners to make up their final 
report. Of course, the § individual 
members would have to come 


together and discuss the matter among 
themselves during the next two years, 
but all expenses attendant upon such 
meetings would, perforce, be borne by 
the members themselves, unless the 
next Legislature would see fit, by an 
appropriation, to requite them for the 
outlay. 

The Torrens system of land transfers 
is no new thing. As was explained in 
The Times, of May 27 last, a like reg- 
istry and transfer has been in use for 
over a century in Prussia, in Bavaria, 
and in other European States. Ham- 
burg, which until lately was one of the 
free cities of Germany, has maintained 
something of the kind for over six hun- 
dred years. Paris has a system of in- 
suring titles on the payment of a small 
fee. The Torrens system, as it is now 
generally termed, was introduced in 
South Australia in 1858 at the instance 
of Sir R. R. Torrens,who was first an of- 
ficer of the Customs Department and 
subsequently Colonial Treasurer. This 
gentieman had gained a good deal of 
experience in the Customs Departmene 
in passing the indefeasible titles to 
ships by registry. When he entered 
upon his duties in Australia, his atten- 
tion was called to the growing com- 
plexity in the system of land tenure, 
which was then conducted tn the En- 
glish fashion, under the law of primo- 
geniture. He conceived the idea of es- 
tablishing a system of surrendering all 
deeds to land, coupled with a registry 
of title by the State, in a manner cor- 
responding to the sale and registry of 
the titles to ships. This system has 
been in operation throughout Australia 
and New Zealand for many years, and 
has been more recently introduced in 
British Columbia. Nothing but the 
most favorable reports are heard of it 
where it has been long in use. 

Edward Atkinson, the statistician, 
thus describes the method of procedure 
under the real property act in Aus- 
tralia: 

“The certificates of title on regis- 
tered lands are issued in duplicate. 
These certificates set forth the nature 
of the estate of the applicant, whether 
a fee simple or a limited ownership; 
they notify, by memorials indorsed, 


all lesser estates, leases, charges 
easements, rights or other interests 
current or affecting the land at the 
time. Ample space is left for the in- 
dorsement of subsequent memorials 
recording the transfer or extinction of 
future estates or interests. 

“The person or persons in whom the 
fee is claimed to be vested may apply 
to have the land placed on the registry 
of titles; these applications, together 
with the deeds, evidences and abstracts 
of title, accompanied by plans of the 
land, are submitted for examination to 
a barrister and to a conveyancer, who 
are styled examiners of titles, who ex- 
amine the titles exactly as they would 
on behalf of an intending purchaser. 


The report of the examiners is made to | 


the registrar. If the title is a good 
holding title, the application is ad- 
mitted. Should the applicant fail to 
satisfy the examiners, it is rejected. 

“Regular processes of clearing up de- 
fects of title through the courts are 
provided, as with us.’’ 

This movement for simplifying the 


‘methods of land transfers is not con- 


fined to California alone, but seems to 
have become widespread, as will be 
seen from the following news item 
clipped from the New York -World of 
June 20:

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Monthly Meeting of Directors 
of the Training Class. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
board of directors of the Los Angeles 
Public Library was held Thursday aft- 
ernoon. 

Bills to the amount of $597.64 were 
approved and ordered paid. 

The librarian, Miss Kelso, reported 
that the circulation for the month was 
32,168. volumes; 227 new members were 
added, making a total of 11;354 active 
members drawing books from the li- 
brary, which is nearly 20 per cent. of the 
entire population of Los Angeles. 

The librarian reported that no exten- 
sive purchase of books had been made 
last year, the appropriation being suf- 
ficient to supply the current demand 
only. e consequent drain upon the 
library's resources has forcibly demon- 
strated that, unless the library receives 
at least a fair proportion of its allow- 
ance of the annual assessment just 
completed, it will be utterly impossible 
to continue the excellent work it has 
begun. 

The Los Angeles library now ranks 
sixth among all the public libraries of 
the United States. 

The examination of the fourth train- 
ing class of the library was held on 
Monday and Tuesday of this week. 
The class has studied library economy 
for. the past six months under the di- 
rection of the assistant librarian, Miss 
Hasse. 

The examination just completed is 
purely technical, and is accompanied 
by a thesis upon some branch in l- 
brary economy selected by the student. 
The total number of credits obtainable 


is 500. 

The percentages of the young ladies 
who took part in the examination are 
as follows: Helen Nevin 96.8, thesis, 
“Library Benefactions’’; Gertrude Dar- 
low “91, thesis,“‘Aspects of the Library 
Questions: Education vs. Recreation’’;

The Siamese Pcople and How They Chew the 
Betel—Our Pirst Buddhist Legation—

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The 
amese are still anxious to have the 
friendship of Uncle Sam, and they have 
not given up their idea of establishing a 
legation here. They want the United 
States to sid them in warding off the 
invasions of the French, who own 
countries adjoining them and they wiil 
géend some of their ablest men here to 
pave the way. “Siam is one of the least 
known of the countries of Asia, and 
the society people here are reading up 
that they may talk intelligently to these 
princes of the far East. It lies, you 
know, at the lower part of the penin- 
sular of far India, and it is cut up by 
the Gulf of Siam. The mighty river 
Menam runs through it from nerth to 
south. and the whole country is a net- 
work of cenals. In the winter a large 
part of it is covered with water, andl 
the people go from house to house and 
from place to place in boats.

The minis- 
ters from Europe are to a large extent 
Catholics. The Chinese are Confucian- 
ists. The Japanese are liberal free- 
thinkers, and the Koreans about the 
Same. Buddhism is the religion of 
Siam, and every man of any promi- 
nence there has been, at some time of 
his life, a Buddhist priest. The king 
himself was at one time a priest, and 
he once shaved his head and gave up 
his crown and harem to wear a yellow 
scarf about his waist and go about 
fasting and praying. Any one who 
Wants to become a priest in Siam can 
do so upon a momeht’'s notice. The

‘whe king of Siam is very anxious to 
strengthen his relations with foreign 
powers. He realizes the danger which 
constantly menaces his country from 
iis georraphical position. It is the 
meat of the sandwich of further India. 
One slice of this sandwich belongs to 
France and ineludes Cochin-China. The 
other slice belongs to Great Britain, 
and it takes up the provinces of Bur- 
mah. Siam lies in the center and it is 
richer ,than either. Both France and 
England are land-hungry, and 
look with greedy eyes on Siam. 
one of the richest plums which still 
hang on the tree of barbarism in the 
far east. It produces crop after crop 
without the aid of manure and it ships 
mitiions of dollars worth of rice, pep- 
per and cattle every year.” 
THE SIAMESE ARMY. 

. “What kind of an army has Siam?” 
1 asked. ““‘There was no navy there 
when I visited the country.” 

‘The army is nothing to speak of,” 
was the reply. “Every man has to 
serve the-State for three months in the 
vear, but there is no armed militia. 
In case of war with England or France 
Siam could not do much, and its chief 
safety lies in the fact that neither of 
these great countries wants the other 
to have it. I suppose it eventually 
will be divided between them, and if 
it should be, it would be much better 
for the people. As it is they are prac- 
tically siaves, while under France or 
England they would be free. I have 
no doubt but that the king appreciates 
the situation, and he probably thinks 
that if he has legations at the other 
capitals these two natiens will be less 
inclined to impose upon him.” 

HOW THE KING LOOKS. 

The king of Siam is still a young 
man. He will be 40 years old on the 
2ist of September. He is not over five 
fect high, but he is very straight and 
well formed. In his court dress he 
wears a vast fortune of jewels. His 
head is crowned with ea golden pyramid 
of jewels. He puts on upon state oc- 
casions a coat, vest and brocaded 
surong, which are just loaded down 
with jewels, and I was told that he 
often wore upon state occasions pre- 
cious stones which were worth $1,000,- 
000. The Siamese do not wear panta- 
loons, and the surong, which they tie 
about the waist and tuck it in at the 
back, takes their place. The king 
wears silk stockings, shoes which are 
pointed like those of the Turk. and his 
costume is a beautiful one. He is not 
z= bad looking man, his face is olive 
brown, his eyes are black, his fore- 
head is high and his eyes are slightly 
almond in shape. He has a little 
mustache and thickest of stiff black 
hair. He is very fond of his wife, I 
mean his half-sister wife, and hé makes 
a great deal of the crown prince. The

t seers strange to think that a man 
hould fall in love with his sister, but 
you must remember that the king of 
Siam came of a family of eighty-four 
children, and he had thirty-four half 
brothers and forty-nine half sisters. 
The custom of Siam requires that the

honor ameng the noble families of Siam

Women of About Linen. 
The Burning of W Food— Work That

Frances Willard says of her mother: 

' She never talked about womau's rightgin 

e early years of hee children, but we 
felt and knew that she was 

t. As St... a, sit, Was *‘free- 
born.” She went. ape her work with a 
certain dignity that conld not be mistaken. 
A sense of self respect, byt not of self as- 
sertion, must have impreswed.all who knew 
her. She accepted the circumecribed lot. of 
women, but was perfectly aware that she 
had in herself the ability to have filled a 
larger place in the world, Yet, as she went 
about her houschold cares it seeme! os if 
she understood what good George Herbert 
meant in those oft quoted lives: ' 

A room well swept, as by God's laws, 

Makes that and the action fine. 

Only one occasion do I recall when the 

subject of woman’s rights was mentioned 
between my father and my mother About 
the year 1851 my father came home from 
the adjacent town which he visited almost 
daily and to which the rest of the family 
went but a few timesa year. He was in re- 
markable spirits, and as he paced up and 
down the sitting room, according to his 
wont, while mother busied her swift fingers 
with the family mending, he said, “We 
heard today in the city that Neal Dow has 
carried out his idea beyond what anybody 
supposed would ever be, and the law has 
been adopted.” 
- My f{sther was in political life and was 
one of the 13 Free Soil members in the leg- 
islature of Wisconsin who in 1849 voted for 
asimilar law. Pausing in his swift career 
up and clown the room, he said to mother, 
standing before her with /his arms folded, 
“When do you suppoge that our poor ram 
cursed Wisconsin will ever have a law like 
that?” Whereupon mother, dropping her 
needle and looking up into his face with a 
sudden glow of enthusiasm, replied, “I 
think, Josiah, there will be a law just like 
that all over the nation some day when 
women vote.” 

My father was a great conservative so far 
as the woman questidn was concerned, 
though progressive on most other subjects. 
He seemed much shocked, and pu on 
his look of irony which we unde 80 
well and dreaded not a little, hesaid, ‘Per- 
haps you will be good enough to tell me 
how it is to be brought about that women 
shall vote?” Mother’s enthusiasm was 
dampened. She looked no longer into bis 
face, but into the glowing winter fire, and 


in Scripture language, even as Paul did 
when he said to his. jailer: ‘You have put 
us into prison, we being Romans. You will 
just have to come and take us out.’’’ They 
spoke no more upon the subject; but, sit- 
ting by, a little pitcher with lange ears, I 
drank in and have never forgotten the suf- 
frage speech made by my mother—the first 
and well nigh the last that I ever heard un- 
till began to make such speeches on my 
own account 20 years later.’ 

When my mother was 80 and sat for her 
picture, Anna Gordon, wishing to induce 
that lighting up of the tenance on 
which the operator(’so much insists, stood 
where mother could see her, and, pointing 
with her playful finger, “laid off’’ to moth- 
er her full belief that, old as she was, she 
would live long enough to vote. Several 
pictures were taken on that occasion, but 
the one in which Anna played this part has 
a smile most characteristic, one that shows 
how thoroughly that sunny nature loved 
the beams of light that fructify the mind 
and make up what we call progress. 

The last sime mother ever left. the house 
except to take a morning ride was on a 
cheerless day of3April) before ber death in 
August, when she, who had already taken 
the trouble to register her name, although 
the ballot was only permitted to women for 
school officers, went with tthe? progressive 
women of Evanston, climbed the stairs to 
the public room where the -ballot box was 
located and cast in her firatand last vote. 
She wrote to me about it quite in detail 
and with great interest. That was the last 
letter of the hundreds I had received and 
cherished from her kind and faithful hand. 


The Women of Canada. 

Much comment has been made of late 
about the freshness and brightness of Ca- 
nadian matrons. The climate, their rather 
regular, simple habits and various other 
reasons have been given for this, but one 
of the best explanations was recently 
voiced by a woman, an able physician, 
who has had an extended practice among 
the better class of women in Canada. 

She says that these people tat enough 
pickles, preserves, sweets and rich food to 
entirely destroy the digestion of the aver- 
age American. Their babits are simple in 
away. Their dict is in many atro- 
cious, gauged by hygienic rules. The secret 
of their health and strength, especially 
among the matrons and younger elderly 
women, according to this statement, is that 
when Canadian girls marry they accept the 
responsibilities that come with their new 
condition not only without protest but with 
a certain degree of willingness. They rarely 
war against nature, but take excellent care 


.. themselves, and as aconsequence have 


better health and better times than many 
of their American sisters.’ Being ques- 
tioned as tothe truth of this, a Canadian 
woman somewhat noted for her freshness 
and youthful appearance, altho the 
mother of a large family of. rollicking 


ters, said: 

i “When Canadian girls marry; they take 
it for granted that if they aré to have fam- 
ilies the wisest thing for them to do is to 
make the best of it, take good care of them- 
selves and try to make their children and 
their homes happy. When the ehildren are 
grown or partly so, the mother has an idea 
that she has earved a litele recreation and 
pleasure. The older ones are taught to care

The ebject of doing 
this is to enable you to see’at a glance how 
many articles of the same pattern you pos- 
sess or ought to possess, and when you 
bought them. In very large houses. the 
housekeeper keeps a rate set of bed 
linen and towels for ‘ room, in which 
case the number of the room should also be 
marked on the linen.

method of getting rid of waste than the 
usual way of keeping the same for a num- 
ber of days, perhaps until you are favored 
by a weekly call from the garbage gatherer. 

Bones, vegetable scrapings and peelings, 
yes, even mush, will eventually be con- 
sumed and can be accomplished without 
interfering with the ordinary cooking or 
slackening the fire any perceptible degree 
by placing the samein the farthest corner 
of the grate and allowing it to dry while 
the ordinary fire is -being burned. It will 
not be long before the blaze will catch on to 
the mass, and it will vanish. 

Phen, again, it is economical. for it fur- 
nishes a kind of fuel which costs nothing, 
which one is glad to be rid of and the burn- 
ing of which is a sanitary measure, of itself 
the most important feature and recom- 
mendation. Av objection may be raised on 
account of the odor arising when the stove 
lids are lifted, but by a judicious use of the 
damper and by being careful not to place 
such material in the stove excepting during 
a moderately brisk firc, having it all burn 
down before another is built, no disagree- 
able odor will be noticed. 

The points in favor of burning waste and 
reducing it to ashes are many compared to 
the slight objections which may be urged. 
The disease breeding massin the back yard 
is done away with, and in consequence 
mice that find in the garbage box an attrac- 
tion for their unwelcome visits are an un- 
known quantity.—Good Housekeeping. 


Work That Wealthy Women Do. 

A woman who makes fancy articles for 
one of the exchanges was complaining re- 
cently that those who do this work for a 
living are frequently undersola by women 
who do not have to earn their bread, but 
who want to add to their pin money.

There is just one point in all] this, and 
that is that these women should seek to sell 
at stores managed upon a purely business 
basis rather than at these salesrooms which 
were organized to help needy women earn

ers would go further than this and say that 
well to do women should not attempt to 
earn money at all if they sodesire. One 
might as well say that women in eomforta- 
ble circumstances should not write books, 
paint pictures or think out inventions for 
fear of compcting with those less favorably 
placed. Acting upon such principles one 
of the best seria) stories now running would 
never have been written. Mediocrity would 
be thé result. To forbid all women the in- 
dustrial field who are not absolutely driven 
to work step rather 
than forw the progress of woman- 
kind.—Brooklyn Eagle.

OBJECTIONS TO WOMEN BY LiFe 
INSURANCE ‘COMPANIES. 


Unreasonable Discriminations Made by 
Most of the Big Life and Accident Insur 
ance Com panics Relative to Policies Fa 
Women. 


Life and accident ina@urance compania 
seem not to have found out that this is the 
“worman’s century’ if one may judge by 
the rules they lay down to govern the writ 
ing of policies for women. 

Accident insurance is next toan im 
sibility for a woman to secure. A po 
may be written for her, but the agent is in- 
structed to point out that she is not en- 
titled to collect upon Wt a weekly sum in 
case of disability as man yould do, but 
that in the event of death the full sum will 
be paid to her representatives. Thus she 
bas practically no optfon between accepting 
life insurance or nothing. She pays full 
price for half tection. This operates 
and is intended to operate to shut out 
women from the benefits freely offered by 
the companies to the more fragilaserx. 

In the “straight compiinies the 
rules differ somewhat ft detail, but are 
alike in the fact of discrimination. The 
usual rule is to accept women as risks 
upon the payment of 5 per $1,000 greater 
premium than men of the same age would 
pay. Thus for a 210,000 policy a man of 30 
would pay $233, and a woman $283 per an- 
num, a considerable difference in favor of 
the shorter lived sex. Another custom is 
to limit insurance for women arbitrarily to 
$3,000 and to requirto conditions not re 


quired in the case of men.

The real reason for discrimination against 
women remains to be stated, and it can be 
given inasingle word—prejudice—thesame 
judice which prefers second class men to 
rst class women for school principals, to 
the inevitable detriment of education; 
which denies the ballot to the sex most 
needing its protection; which sets upa dif- 
ferent code of morality for the sexes and 
stones the fallen woman, while her betrayer 
finds nodoor closed to him—just prejudice. 
The insurance companies are not alto- 
gether to blame, since no one of them could 
amend its rules without encountering this 
prejudice in the insuring public. Yet the 
ter insurance companies could certain- 
y suffer no loss and might reap great gain 
could they but act together by concerted 
recognition of the shut in aad sheltered sex 
as, even under nt conditions, the bet- 
ter life risk. This recognition would not 
be immediately followed by anything like 
such a general movement for. insurance as 
revails among men, but it would bea great 
mn to the considerable and increasing 
number of professional women whose la- 
bors are the sole support of themselves and

Thoughts on the Marriage of an American 
Girl to a British Earl. 

The age of a younz woman of New 
York to a young man of the British aristoc- 
racy who bears in it the title of earl was an 

portant event. All weddings are impor- 
tant events, for they are of m tous con- 
pegquence tothe human race, Which is per- 
petuated by them. 

Merely as forming another link between 
British feudal ari and American 
democracy the matrimonial union of yes- 
terday was of no special significance. In 
these days even Engiand itself is democrat- 
ie, and everywhere aristocracy is losing 
the privileges which have given it 
power and consequent distinction in the 
state. 

The title of carl is ot social importance 
almost exclusively, for the extinction of 
the British house of lords at the hands of 
the dominant democracy cannot be far of. 
The peerage continues only at the mercy of 
the ruling democracy and not in any way 
as its political master. The English aris- 

iteelf oaly survives with its feudal 
titles and its incongruous symbols because 
it has become democratized. It is recruited 
fvom the ranks of the common ple and 
bas come to have little of the character of 
a class from the mass of the com- 
munity an aristocratic lineage. 
majority of the aristocratic titles of Eng- 
land are borne by families scarcely older 
than this republic, and in many of them the 
blood of democratic America flows. 

The man who was so fortunate as 
to lead from, the altar an American bride 
yesterday is of the more ancient aristoc- 
racy, dating back tothe time of the Nor- 
man conquest, but that “longer lineage 
gives him only a certain precedence over 
more recent recruits, and without money to 
support even that superficial distinction he 
would be of little account. The first essen- 
tial of an aristocratic state is the poszession 
of money, and the accumulation of rooney 
is an opportunity within reach of the de- 
mocracy, which thus has the chance of at- 
taining the distinction necessary to the 
other. With money come the means of ac- 
quiring social accomplishments. Money 
also is a magnet which attracts the in- 
stinct of self preservation in the aristocracy 
to matrimonial alliances with the democ- 
racy that obliterate the line of social sep- 
aration bet:veen the two. 

This process of mingling the aristocracy 
with the democracy is going on in England 
all the time and increasingly, and very nat- 
urally it is extended to this conntry of great 
fortunes by the marriage of Englishmen of 
aristocratic titles to American girls richly 
dowered, The titles these young women 
receive in Englard have no importance 
here, and even there their éénsequence is 
only social and, with the progress of Eng- 
lish democracy, transitory. The substance 
is the money which supports the #6@ial 
state, and money heretan dothesame. It 
does not need an anachronistic feudal title, 
incongruous with modern conditions, to ob- 
tain consequence, Its consequence is in- 
trinsic, and its power is inherent. 

A coronet is a mere gewgaw, more es- 
pecially on the head of one who wears it 
merely by the right of marriage and not as 
the symbol of the individual’s historic line- 
age. Even as such a symbol it typifies past 


| rather than present power. In the old days 


of feudalism earls were actual officers of 
the kingdom, each having supreme author- 
ity in his own earidom or “county” under 
the crown. A coronet meant something 
substantial then. It was a badge of author- 
ity. Now the title of earl is really worth 
only about as much as the title of Mr., ex- 
cept that it includes the possessor in the 
rage and admits him to the house of 
ords, where actually he is subject to the 
democratic house of commons—the real 
source of all political power in Fugiand. 
His wife is called a countess, is styied ‘‘my 
lady” and is “right honorabie,” but these 
are mere decorations. Ifshe be en Amer- 
ican woman, she has stepped down from the 
first place, which she occupied here, and de- 
scended to the level of the third rank in the 
British peerage. 

An American lady who marries a Bri 
earl exercises a right of choice which is in- 
alienable and for whose use she is not open 
to criticism, but she does not advance her- 
self in the social scale. A British earl is of 
consequence in this republic only so far as 
the distinction is intrinsicin him as a man. 
Even in England his factitious consequence 
because of his title is passing awuy cnd 

ving place to the power of money purely. 

is country is eccused of worshiping the 
almighty dollar, but the great and special 
seat of that devotion is England. Nowhere 
else in the world is.moncy so powerful. It 
is the real social ruler, not title, for title is 
a gewgaw that money can buy, and hence 
the bauble is bound to fall into popular 
contempt... It will be asscciated with the 
pretension and self assertion which suggest 
vulgarity at a period when simplicity is 
made more and morw the test of refinement. 
—New York Sun. 


An Inscription to Ericsson. 

We do not see why the statue erected to 
Ericsson should not state thet he was a na- 
tive of Sweden and a citizen by adoption 
of the United States. We have many thou- 
sands of Swedes among us who have be- 
come citizens, and they are a worthy and 
reputable portion of the foreign born con- 
tingent of our p-pulation.
